This is in response to the office action mailed December 3, 
2004. A Petition for a one month extension of time together with 
payment accompanies this response. 

Claims 6 to 8 are now in this application. Claims 1 to 5 
have been cancelled without prejudice. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 2 to 5 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, and claims 1 to 5 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. It is submitted that the amended claims submitted 
herewith address the Examiner's findings in this regard and that 
the amended claim overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112. 

On the merits, the claims as filed are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Constantine (claim 1) 
and over Betz in view of Channing ^741 (claims 2 to 5) . However, 
the Examiner will note that the amended claims submitted herewith 
are drafted more concisely and that the combination of features 
recited in these amended claims clearly define over the 
references cited, whether individually or in combination. 

As such, favorable reconsideration of all of the claims and 
allowance of the application is respectfully requested.
